Preparing to Work Inside the Computer

6. To avoid possible damage to the system board, wait 10 to 20 seconds and then disconnect any attached devices. 

7. Disconnect all other external cables from the computer. 

8. Remove any installed PC Cards from the PC Card slot. 

9. Close the display and turn the computer upside down on a flat work surface. 

o NOTICE: To avoid damaging the system board, you must remove the main battery before you service the computer. 

10. Slide and hold the battery-bay latch release on the bottom of the computer, and then remove the battery from the bay. 




11.Remove any installed memory modules. MiniPCI cards, and modules, including a second battery if one is installed.

Flashing the BIOS 
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1. Ensure that the AC adapter is plugged in and that the main battery is installed properly. 

2. Insert the flash BIOS update program floppy or CD and turn on the computer. 

Follow the instructions that appear on the screen. The computer continues to boot and updates the new BIOS. When the update is complete, the 
computer automatically reboots. 

3. Press <F2> during POST to enter the system setup program. 

4. Press <Esc>, select Save changes and reboot, and then press <Enter> to save configuration changes. 

5. Remove the flash BIOS update program floppy or CD from the drive and restart the computer.

Coin-Cell Battery

A coin-cell battery maintains computer configuration, date, and time information. The battery can last several years. 

The battery may need replacing if you have repeatedly reset the time and date information after turning on the computer or if a message appears that is 
similar to one of the following: 

Time—of—day not set - please run SETUP programs 

or 

Invalid configuration information —{ 
please run SETUP program 

or 

Strike the FI key to continue, { 

F2 to run the setup utility 

To determine whether you need to replace the battery, reenter the time and date in system setup and exit the program to save the information. Turn off your 
computer and disconnect it from the electrical outlet for a few hours; then reconnect the computer, turn it on, and enter system setup. If the date and time are 
not correct in system setup, replace the battery. 

You can operate your computer without a battery; however, without a battery, the configuration information is erased if the computer is turned off or 
unplugged from the electrical outlet. In that case, you must enter system setup and reset the configuration options. 


水 CAUTION: A new battery can explode if it is incorrectly installed. Replace the battery only with the same or equivalent type recommended by the 
manufacturer. Discard used batteries according to the manufacturer's instructions. 

To replace the battery: 

1 . Record all the screens in the system setup program so that you can restore the correct settings in step 16. 

2. Shut down the computer through the Start menu. 

3. Ensure that your computer and attached devices are turned off. If your computer and attached devices did not automatically turn off when you shut 
down your computer, turn them off now. 

o NOTICE: To disconnect a network cable, first unplug the cable from your computer, and then unplug it from the network wall jack. 

4. Turn off any attached devices and disconnect them from their electrical outlets. 

5. Disconnect the computer power cable from the wall outlet, and then press the power button to ground the system board. 

八 CAUTION: To guard against electrical shock, always unplug your computer from the electrical outlet before opening the cover. 

り NOTICE: Before touching anything inside your computer, ground yourself by touching an unpainted metal surface, such as the metal at the back of the 
computer.

6 . Turn the computer over and remove the main battery. 

7. Open the small access door in the main battery compartment. 

8 . Locate the coin-cell battery next to the internal card with Bluetooth® wireless technology (optional). 

9. Use your fingers or a blunt, nonconducting object such as a plastic screwdriver to remove the battery by carefully prying it out of its socket . 

10. Disconnect the coin-cell battery connector. 

11 .Insert the replacement battery into the socket and snap the battery into place. 

12. Connect the coin-cell battery connector to the replacement battery. 




o NOTICE: The connection to the replacement battery is keyed. Do not force the connection. 



13. Close the small access door. 

14. Insert the main battery and close the battery door. 

o NOTICE: To connect a network cable, first plug the cable into the network wall jack and then plug it into the computer. 

15. Connect your computer and devices to electrical outlets, and turn them on. 

16. Enter the system setup program and restore the settings you recorded in step 1. 

17. Properly dispose of the old battery. See the safety instructions in your Product Information Guide. 





Microprocessor Module

When the microprocessor module is correctly seated, all four corners are aligned at the same height. If one or more corners of the module are higher 
than the others, the module is not seated correctly. 

2. Tighten the ZIF socket by turning the cam screw clockwise to secure the microprocessor module to the system board. 

3. Perform the steps in "Removing the Microprocessor Module" in reverse order, beginning with step 5. 

4. Update the BIOS using a flash BIOS update program floppy or CD. For instructions on how to flash the BIOS, see "Flashing the BIOS."

Memory Modules 

The computer has two memory slots, DIMM A and DIMM B. DIMM A (under the keyboard) holds the basic memory module as configured from the factory. If you 
did not order additional memory, DIMM B (on the bottom of the computer) is empty. If you are adding memory, you will install a memory module in DIMM B (on 
the bottom of the computer under the options cover). If you are upgrading memory, you may need to install memory in DIMM A and DIMM B.
